Neither "Friday the 13th" supersti- 
tions nor adisappointing season record 
of 1-5 have dimmed the hopes of the 
Romulus High School Varsity Eagles 
football team, which hopes that a typi- 
cally strong outpouring of community 
support will carry them to victory in their 
Homecoming contest against Wyan- 
dotte on October 13. The game will be 
the culmination of a fun-filled Home- 
coming week centered around conten- 
tion for the highly coveted Spirnt Jug. 

Among the week's most popular 
competitive events were the dress-up 
days, when many students went all-out 
to attire themselves in costumes appro- 
priate to the daily themes:"1950s" (Mon- 
day), "Pajamas" (Tuesday), “Hallow- 
een Costumes” (Wednesday), and "Hat 
& Sunglasses" (Thursday). And Romu- 
lus High School staff — proudly sporting 
new maroon-and-white polo shirts (for 
which Student Government paid half 
the cost) — will join students to partici- 
pate in the traditional "School Colors" 
dress theme on Homecoming Day. 


Members of the freshman, sopho- 
more, junior, and senior classes also 
vied for top honors in lunchtime events 
such as a "Gummi Search," a "Coke 
Slam," an "Apple Bobbing" competi- 
tion, and a "Twister" contest, and will 
continue their fierce but friendly fight 
during a lunchtime "Mummy Wrap" and 
the School SpiritAssembly, both of which 
are planned for the day of the game. 

Community participation in Friday's 
events will begin at 5 p.m., when the 
annual Homecoming Parade makes its 
way from City Halltothe Romulus Middle 
School football field. Parade highlights 
will include a procession of the class 
floats, the subjects of which will reflect 
this year's "Eras in Time" Homecoming 
theme. 

Another big part of the community's 
support will come from the Romulus 
High School Alumni Association, which 
sponsored its first-ever Alumni Base- 
ball Game on Wednesday, and plans to 
have atentnextto the concession stand 
at the game on Friday. Alumni are in- 
vitedto stop infor cider and donuts, plus 


asmallgiftto serve as amemento ofthe 
event. 

Because the sale of tickets for the 
game itself will be handled a little differ- 
ently this year, those who plan to attend 
should arrive in good time for the 
contest's 7 p.m. start. When the bleach- 
ers are fuli, ticket sales will cease, so 
latecomers could find themselves on 
the wrong side of a closed gate. 

Admission will be $3 for adults, $2 
for students with ID. 

Commencementof the halftime pro- 
gram brings student excitement to a 
peak. Winners of both the float and the 
Spirit Jug competitions are announced, 
as wellas the results of the school-wide 
election for Homecoming King and 
Queen. Making up the 1995 Homecom- 
ing Court are seniors Stephanie Clem- 
ons, Shenika Hankerson, Kim Mientkie- 
wicz, Angie Terry, and Lucille Williams, 
along with Roy Chambers, Ryan Evans, 
Mike McDonald, Radley Manson, and 
Patrick Thomason.

City Council Meetings Are Inappropriate 
Forum for Political Campaigning 


Applause, applause to Mr. Robert 
McLachlan, Halecreek Community As- 
sociation president and write-in candi- 
date for this November's City Council 
race, for drawing attention to an impro- 
priety that has continued unchecked for 
far too long. 

During the "discussion" portion of 
the Romulus City Council meeting held 
Monday, October9, McLachlan admon- 
ished Chairman Pro Tem Randolph Gear 
for what amounted to allowing political 
candidates to use televised Council 
meetings as a soapbox to further their 
campaign aspirations. McLachlan sited 
examples of such irregularities fromthe 
past three Council meetings: 

« Atleast one candidate for City Coun- 
cil used the "discussion" portion of 
the September 25 meeting to thank 
voters for their supportinthe primary 
election. 

e Aspartofher"Mayor's Report" atthe 
October 2 meeting, Beverly McAnally 
took time to rebut statements made 
in campaign literature circulated by 
an opponent. 


e During the October 9 Council meet- 
ing, Gear used his "Chairman's Re- 
port" to read aloud and attempt to 
refute an accusatory letter addressed 
to the City from Council candidate 
Jeaunine Wafer-Frison. 

Gear tried to rationalize his laxity by 
saying that everything that takes place 
at a City Council meeting is political. 
Sorry, Mr. Gear, but we don't buy that 
excuse. It's true that practically every 
issue discussed in the Council Cham- 
bers is to some extent political, but most 
of those issues aren't associated with 
the solicitation of support or sympathy 
for one particular elected official or can- 
didate. The sole purpose of a City Coun- 
cil meeting is to conduct legitimate City 
business — and most of us who take the 
time to watch these meetings, either at 
City Hallorontelevision, do so because 
we want to learn about and participate 
in government, not subject ourselves to 
proselytization. 

Of course, if a member of the audi- 
ence impugns the reputation of an

Resident Finds Fault with Administration

lt has been quite a while since | last 
sat down and wrote to you about the 
conditions in the City. In these past 
months, | have seen much | predicted 
come to pass, with disastrous results. | 
have also learned of so much more that 
makes my skin crawl. 

| have traveled the area and found 
that the City recreational services in 
other communities shame the meager 
offerings in Romulus. | have seen the 
senior citizen programming inothercom- 
munities, always the centerpiece of a 
recreational department, offer seniors 
great recreation. The facilities sparkle 
and shine with cleanliness and are 
Staffed with helpful and courteous vol- 
unteers and city employees. Every one 
| visited just teamed with laughter, and 
the seniors genuinely seemed to be 
having a great time. 

Then!came back to Romulus. What 
a reality check! After seeing the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in Federal 
grants used to build and operate great 
recreational facilities, | find the focus of 
Federal Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) money in Romulus has 
been a seldom-used park and the "his- 
toric preservation" (including a heating 
system and new pool?) of the home of 
one of the Mayor's strongest allies (and 
a City Council candidate). 

What | have not seen is a quality, 
12-month, senior citizen recreation pro- 
gram. Maybe this coincides with the 
seniors’ opposition to any new taxes the 
Mayor has proposed. Maybe this coin- 
cides with the Mayor's mother leaving 
her residence in the Romulus Towers. | 
cannot truly give you the answer, but | 
see a pattern. | also see our seniors 
bored to tears playing cards and pre- 
cious little else. Seniors cannot even 
use the too-often-empty Senior Center 
unless it is for a scheduled, City-spon- 
sored activity. What a waste of a useful 
building! 

| see a mayor who strongly sup- 
ported the EDS well, until well partner, 
friend, and a big campaign contributor, 
Bob Ryan, backed out of the project. | 
have the Mayor's court statements that 
specifically state this. Ryan stood to 


make a fortune off the well. There is no 
limit on the size of campaign contribu- 
tions in local elections. | see a pattern. 

| notice McAnally's biggest support- 
ers are also the well's biggest oppo- 
nents. Funny how they support the one 
who brought this whole mess upon us. 
Maybe it is because McAnally can be- 
stow favors, like the aforementioned 
CDBG funds, on her allies, but only as 
long as she holds office. 

| cannot help but think of the corrup- 
tion of Chicago under Richard Daley 
Senior. McAnally has adopted the Daley 
philosophy of using her office to con- 
solidate power and retain her control. 
There is plenty of other evidence to 
support my statements: McAnally's old 
friend, a retired school bus driver, is the 
Personnel Director, with no formal per- 
sonnel training. McAnally also named 
her campaign manager as Community 
Development Director. The list goes on. 

Why, in a community where the 
average household makes about 
$35,000 a year, does the Mayor get a 
City-paid Lincoln Town Car? The sticker 
on that car exceeds the average in- 
come for a family of four in this town. A 
little pretentious, wouldn't you agree? 

Perhaps McAnally feels that she 
needed the Lincoln to impress the out- 
of-State developers who convinced her 
to invest $38 million in tax dollars for 
"improvements" along Wick Road. Ah, 
Wick Road, where, nearly 10 years later, 
nothing has been done to recoup any of 
that investment. Taken in context, $38 
million is the entire budget for a// the 
City's expenses for three years. That's 
a lot of money to invest in a vacant lot, 
wouldn't you agree? 

We also have the issue of the $3 
million left in the City coffers at the end 
of Bill Oakley's term in 1984. That $3 
million is well under $100,000 today. 
There is the money for road repair that 
Beverly McAnally now wants new taxes 
for. Where did it all go? Much of it to 
lawyers who shadow the Mayor's every 
move, at over $100 per hour. Another 
portion went to gambling consultants 
who were to help get Romulus acasino, 
even though it is unclear whether the 
citizens desiredone andthe State main- 
tains that off-reservation casino gam- 
bling is illegal. 

According to the Federal Census 
for 1990, the average home value in 
Romulus declined over 50% between 
1980 and 1990. Funny, the assessment 
in my neighborhood increased an aver- 
age 35%, according to the City. Who do 
| believe? | know this: the higher the 
assessment, the higher the tax bill. We

have to vote on millage rate increases, 
not assessment increases. This is a 
backdoor way of raising taxes. 

| have noticed a great decrease in 
the level of service available from the 
City. Do not fault the rank-and-file City 
workers! They do their best with what 
they're given, both in resources and in 
leadership. The problem is much big- 
ger, but easier to fix, than a simple labor 
issue. The problem is "service shrink- 
age," the constant shrinking of neces- 
Sary services, but at an ever-increasing 
cost. Add to this, the fact that the millage 
rate collected by the City increased

The Romulus Recreation Depart- 
ment has been awarded a $5,000 "Get 
Michigan Youth Moving" mini-grant to 
be used to create a unique after-school 
program forour Romulus Middle School 
teens. 

The grant was among 21 awarded 
by the Michigan Recreation & Park As- 
sociation Mini-Grant Review Commit- 
tee. Of the 38 applications received, 21 
were funded this year. 

Get Michigan Youth Moving is a 
mini-grant program developed through 
the Michigan legislature through the 
Michigan Department of Public Health, 
and administered by the Michigan Rec- 
reation and Park Association. 

The Romulus grant will be used to 
offset costs for a Middle School after- 
school "Circle of Friends" program. The 
grant application was written by Romu- 
lus Parks and Recreation Director Brian 
Hitsky and Megan Barber, a consultant 
working for the Romulus Community 
Schools Drug Free Schools and Com- 
munity Act grant program. Barber is 
also one of the co-founders ofthe "Circle 
of Friends" program. 

"One goal of the Recreation De- 
partment for 1995 has been to provide 
a quality program for our middle school 
teens," explained Hitsky. "The $5,000 
grant will allow us to properly organize 
and train a team of people to stimulate 
education, prevention, and recreation 
programming once aweek atthe Middle 
School." 

The "Circle of Friends" concept re- 
quires adult supervisors to develop safe 
environments for young people so that 
they are comfortable to learn and play. 
Prevention specialists from CCODA and 
recreation supervisors combine to pro- 


vide life-skills training and enhance the 
teens’ feelings of self-esteem. 

"Itis the goalofthe program thatthe 
participants learn early that "Circle of 
Friends" provides an environmentwhere 
conflicts are mediated and problems 
are discussed and resolved in healthy 
ways," Hitsky said. 

The program is designed to teach 
new interests through educational pro- 
grams anddrug prevention. High School 
students will also act as peer educators 
and will role-model positive program 
participation. 

Another advantage of the "Circle of 
Friends" concept is that it emphasizes 
cooperation among different agencies 
and organizations within the community. 

For example, the Mayor's Drug Task 
Force is contributing funds for supplies, 
the School District is providing site and 
transportation needs, the Recreation 
Department contributes its workers, and 
a Federally funded prevention agency 
provides staff members. 

The "Circle of Friends" staff mem- 
bers have begun training for program 
implementation. The first session will 
be offered from 3 to 5:30 p.m. every 
Friday starting October 20 and continu- 
ing for eight weeks. Winter and spring 
sessions are also planned. 

Staff members for"Circle of Friends" 
are: Megan Barber — program and on- 
site director; Kim Wooster, Phil Flynn, 
and Tom Reynolds — prevention spe- 
cialists; and Gary Harris, Nick Traud, 
and Keith Brothers — recreation super- 
visors. High School peer educators will 
be provided through Project Serve. 

The programis free to Middle Schoo! 
young people, but will be limited to 50 
participants.

elected official or candidate within a 
public-meeting forum, then — and only 
then — should the person maligned be 
able to use that same forum to respond 
to his accuser. Specifically, if someone 
else had read aloud (or otherwise dis- 
tributed at the meeting) the literature to 
which Mayor McAnally referred in her 
report, thenshe would have been rightly 
entitled to respond in her own defense. 
And if Ms. Wafer-Frison had been the 
one to read aloud her letter, then Mr. 
Gear would have been justified in de- 
fending himself to that same audience. 
But for a political candidate to initiate 
discussions to promote his or her own 
best interest before the public is totally 
inappropriate — and it seems surprising 
that Mr. Gear, who served as Mayor Pro 
Tem for two years, would not know this. 


This is more than a matter of "opin- 
ion." Today's rules of proper parliamen- 
tary procedure find their roots in a his- 
tory of democratic process that's as old 
as ancient Greece — a history that, over 
countless years, has been hammered 
into a set of established, tried-and-true 
rules which attempt to strike a balance 
in situations where the unlimited exer- 
cise of freedom on the part of one per- 
son infringes upon the rights of another. 
It's an imperfect system, true — but it is 
precisely because of the delicacy of the 
balance that we must be watchful of it at 
all times. 

We hope that Mr. Gear will recon- 
sider some of the policies he has been 
practicing as chairman of our City Coun- 
cil meetings, and adopt others which 
would provide for a more fair public 
forum. O
